The capture of Taganrog was 
the sixth milestone in the Rus- 
sians’ victorious summer offen- 
sive. It cracked the German 
Donets basin line in the southern 
Ukraine and ended German 
dreams of Caucasian oil for their 
war machine.

The War Production Board, strik- 
ing its cheeriest note in three 
months, announced today that out- 
put of war materials increased 3 
per cent in July.

“During the month 7,373 planes 
were produced,” WPB said. “The

Heavy bombers showed a gain of 
13 per cent.” 

WPB said sharp set-ups in ship 
construction are needed immedi- 
ately, but declared peak rates “are 
not far off.” The output of naval 
vessels increased 7 per cent for 
the month and merchant ships 4 
per cent. 

Deliveries of completed mer- 
chant vessels were “at the June 
rate.” 

“By the end of July,” the board 
continued, “10,000,000 tons of the 
19,000,00@-scheduled for the year 
had been completed.”

Valdosta liquor retailers find 
themselves caught between city 
and state rules and regulations, it 
developed at the state revenue 
department’s hearing yesterday.

They said they could not com- 
ply with both the state and city 
rules even if the extra door 
opened into an alley (for fire es- 
cape purposes) instead of into the 
restaurant—since ‘the state rule 
says the business “shall have no 
other entrance for use by the 
public.” 

Gillespie ordered them to close 
permanently the door into the res- 
taurant.

Liquor Stores 


Temporary closing of a dozen 
retail liquor stores in Valdosta 
and Macon was recommended by 
C. A. Gillespie, director of the 
state revenue department’s liquor 
unit, following hearings here yes- 
terday in which the retailers 
claimed they were forced to sell 
mixed drinks in these war centers 
because of liquor shortages and 
blackmarket wholesale prices. 

Gillespie sajd ‘he would ask 
Revenue Commissioner J. Eugene 
Cook to close one Vaidosta place 
for 10 days, four other Valdosta 
stores and seven Macon stores 
for six days, and g Lowndes coun- 
ty (Valdosta) store for six days, 
and place all of them on proba- 
tion for 30 days. 

Violations Admitted 


All of these retail dealers ad- 
mitted violating state revenue) 
laws, including selling mixed) 
drinks, operating on Sunday, | 
working women at bars, or having 
a door connecting the package 
store with a bar. 

A case against one Valdostan 
was dismissed, and decision in an- 
other case was withheld. Two Ma- 
con cases were continued follow: 
ing further investigations. 

Many of the retail dealers said | 
they started selling liquor by the | 
drink when it became impossible | 
for them to obtain half-pints or 
pints of liquor. 


Price Violations 


Some of the retailers said they 
started paying $20 to $30 above 
OPA prices for blackmarket 
liquor when the legitimate whole- 
salers forced them to take cases 
composed largely of brandy and 
rum instead of whisky. Paying 
this blackmarket premium, along 
with high city licenses (Valdosta’s | 
license is $1,000) sent some of the | 
retailers to selling by the drink | 
to dispose of their stocks. Those | 
buying from legitimate dealers | 
said they could not sell their large 
stocks of rum and brandy by the 
bottle, and had to mix them and 
sell by the drink. | 

Commenting on the retailers’ 
statements, Director Gillespie de- 
clared the people of Georgia) 
should bring pressure to force the 
OPA to clear up the liquor price 
situation and blackmarket. The 
state does not have control of 
liquor prices. 

Hearing Held 


With the state revenue agents | 
hearing about one-fifth of the to- 
tal number of Macon retailers in- 
to a hearing, Gillespie promised 
those cited that “we are not pick- 
ing just a few retailers as law 
violators; we are going after all 
dealers in the state who are violat- 
ing the law. The condition in At- 
lanta has been whipped. We are 
going to stop it in Macon, Au- 
gusta, Valdosta, and other cities.” 

The Macon dealers cited con- 
tended they sold mixed drinks to 
meet’ competition because the 
practice was common over the 
city. 

An Atlanta retailer has been 
called to appear at a hearing to- 
day. Mike Scondras, of 71 Currier 
street, is charged with selling mix- 
ed drinks. The only other hear-

The Widening Breach 

The Nazis have, ever since they seized the 
little countries of Europe, pointed to Denmark 
as the perfect example of the wisdom of their 
“protection” and rule, 

Today the Danes are in more active revolt 
acainst their hated German masters than any 
other occupied country. Openly .the Danish 
government, headed by King Christian, has 
defied Nazi orders. The King and his min- 
isters have, as a consequence, been interned. 
Danish naval forces have either scuttled their 
ships or escaped into the friendly harbors of 
Sweden. Danes are trying to escape Dy boat 
to that same Swedish shore. Many have been 
killed. The Nazis have been forced to place 
a military dictatorship over the little country. 

At the opposite pole of the European con- 
tinent, unrest and revolt is seething in Bul- 
garia, following the mysterious death of the 
Bulgarian King, Bors. 

Everywhere the enslaved peoples of Europe 
are straining at their bonds, defying the Nazis 
and facing death in the desperate hope of a 
blow for freedom. ; 

Italy is a useless Axis partner in so far 
as military strength goes. Italy has become 
a heavy liability to the Germans. 

Russia is driving forward from the east 
and new blows, probably invasions, are poised 
from the west and south. 

The German edifice of conquest is totter- 
ing. Cracks in the boasted “new order” are 
widening in a score of areas. 

Germany today is definitely on the defen- 
sive. She is shortening her lines against the 
triumphant. Soviet armies. She is striving, 
desperately, to create an impregnable wall of 
defense around the “fortress of Europe.”

The metropolitan area of Atlanta now 
boasts a population of 523,666, according to 
the United States Census Bureau. Thus Greater 
Atlanta for the first: time officially goes into 
the half-million class of American cities. 

It is inevitable as a community increases 
in size that it shall suffer various types of 
growing pains. Physical limitations, amply 
large enough when the city was smaller, 
become tight, restrictive az the population 
increases and public services are apt to find 
it difficult to keep up, in service, with the 
mounting demands. 

Atlanta has grown rapidly and so con- 
tinues. She is a comparatively young city. But 
she inherited from her earliest days some 
cifficulties which even yet present problems.

In the meantime every citizen jof 
Atlanta, new or old, has good cause to point 
with pride to the city he calls home, but 
always remembering that the city that is to 
be in future years depends chiefly upon the 
co-operation of all good citizens.

After the War Is Over 


Now it is definitely certain that Hitler and 


his armies will meet the defeat they deserve, 


public opinion is concerned with the problem 
of what to do with the German nation, and 
how to treat the German people in the after- 
the-war measures to be applied to a conquered 
nation and a resentful population. 

In view of the deceit, treachery, double- 
dealing and downright barbarity that has 
marked the path of the Nazi movement from 
its inception, advance to full power and conduct 
of the war of aggression—all with the frenzied 
support of a vast: proportion of the German 
people—universal opinion of all nations and 
peoples who have suffered from the application 
of Nazi methods is to “treat them rough.” 


Subscribing to this method of handling the 
dangerous pr@blem Emil Ludwig, eminent Ger- 
man biographer and historian, recently out- 
lined his plan of post-war regulations for 
Germany and the German people to the 
United States Army’s School for Military Gov- 
ernment at Charlottesville, Va. 

Ludwig has studied German history from 
the remote past to the present time; an 
acknowledged authority on the subject he is 
undoubtedly one of the best advisors extant 
on how to handle the problem that will con- 
front the Allied Nations when unconditional 
surrender occurs. 


Condensing Ludwig’s recommendations and 
eliminating his reasons for same, he advocates 
dividing geographical Germany into two or 
three sections, 
ideologies; the Allies should occupy the terri- 
tory for a period of not less than five years 
and give the German people a period when 
they were told what they could and Could not 
do; supervise their government and education; 
permit them to have what other peoples of 
Europe have with the exception of any ,mili- 
tary organization; no coddling of the people 
nor exhibitions of mawkish sympathy, and to 
beware of the efforts .of the junkers and mili- 
tary element to take over,and control the 
separate governments. 


The eminent authority makes it plain the 
world should not put all the biame for the wars 
Europe has borne under Frederick, Bismarck, 
Kaiser Wilhelm and Hitler upon those indl- 
viduals alone—the German people desired them 
for the conquests promised, and the false 
glory that accompanied success. He warns that 
only stern measures on the part of the Allies, 
and a continuation of them, will prevent an- 
other German uprising by a generation of 


youth that has been taught to believe in its 
superiority over other peoples.

Georgia Editors Say: 


DRAFTING FATHERS. 
(From The Jackson Herald) 

Shall fathers be drafted for military service? 
This is one of the big questions now before the 
people of the United States. At is a matter over 
which local draft boards have no control. When 
a county is called upon to furnish so many men 
fer military duty by the draft board of a county, 
the draft board must provide that quota. First 
married men with no children and finally fathers. 
Thus far few fathers have been drafted. How- 
ever, the military powers say that about. October 
1 their induction will probably begin in larger 
numbers. There is, however, in congress, as well 
as among the masses of people, strong opposition 
to drafting fathers and it is stated that a bill will 
be introduced to keep fathers at home. 

When a father is drafted, the law provides for 
the support of his wife and children. It is con- 
tended that a father is needed at home, not only 
to feed and clothe his family and educate his 
children; but that his services are needed at home 
to help shape the life and destiny of his children. 
In other words, that the whole responsibility of 
rearing children should not be upon the mother. 

Again, it is argued by some congressmen, that 
the passage of the law making eligible boys 18 and 
19 years for service in the armed forces was to 
relieve the necessity of taking fathers into the 
Army and Navy. Others claim that fathers are 
not needed in the Army at this time, millions are 
in training in this country and fathers should 
not be called until the training of those already 
in the service has been completed and a large 
majority of them sent to foreign fields of ac- 
tivity. More of the fathers are ready and willing 
to go into the war as fighters, but public senti- 
ment is for them to remain at home, care for 
their families, produce food and feed, sell bonds 
and render any other service to help win a vic- 
tory for the Allied Nations.

INFLATION AND DICTATORSHIP WASHINGTON, Aug. 
| 30.—Nothing' could be 
more apocryphal than the attitude of those leaders in our national 
life who, in one breath, cry out against the administration for not 
allowing a larger degree of inflation to creep into our domestic 
economy, and, in the next, profess to have 

grave fears over a dictatorship. 

What they fail utterly to comprehend is that 
inflation is the surest means of arriving at a 
dictatorship. 

All of our economists agree that, once in- 
flation gets out of control, the only certain 
method of handling it is through an ironclad 
dictatorship. The President would have to be 
clothed with powers far greater than any that 
have been bestowed on Mr. Roosevelt thus far. 

He would have to be given complete au- 
thority for dealing with the many intricate 
problems of our national economy. If a re- 
luctant congress did not willingly yield these 

| necessary powers, the President, in the interest 
of the national well-being, would have to assume them arbitrarily. 

The result would be a dictatorship in either event. Nothing less 
would suffice to bring order out of chaos. 

In the light of this acknowledged economic concept, it is all the 
more strange that some of the people who pretend to be the most 
concerned over threats of a Roosevelt dictatorship are the very 
ones who are shouting the loudest for a little more relaxation in 
government price controls. 


CHIEF OFFENDERS Farm bloc leaders of congress are the 


| chief offenders, aided and abetted by the 
professional paid farm organization representatives. They have been 
insisting for months that it would do the country no injury for the 
government to permit farm prices, already at record levels, to go 
a bit higher. Various parity-plus measures have been introduced 
in the house and senate to bring this about. 

But you cannot allow the cost of living to increase without being 

confronted with demands for increased wages by labor. And if 
labor and the cost of living go higher, the general economic struc- 
ture takes an inflationary spiral. At same point along the line the 
spiral goes haywire and only a dictatorship can put things back 
on an even keel, 
What the advocates of “a little inflation” don’t realize, also, 
is that the after effects are about as ruinous as the upward move- 
ment of prices. People who buy goods and lands at inflationary 
prices are bound to be heavy losers when conditions are brought 
back to some semblance of normal. 


EARLIER EXPERIENCE The farmers learned a lesson in 
this in the deflation that came 
after the last World War. Lands were bought and sold at high spec- 
ulative prices at the peak of the war inflationary period, only to be 
sacrificed for a song later when true valugs came into play. 
_. Perhaps the one outstanding achievement of the national admin- 
istration on the domestic front since the beginning of the war has 
been its successful control of prices. Considering the vast gov- 
ernmental expenditures that have been made in the prosecution of 
the war and the limited supply of home goods, it is nothing short 
of amazing that prices have been kept down as low as they have. 

Something happened in a western city recently which illustrates 
well enough what would happen over the country generally if effece 
tive price control measures were not in force. Due to some mis- 
understanding of OPA regulations, butter went on a free market. 
It soared overnight to $1.25 per pound, or more than double the 
OPA ceiling figure. 

Everything else would rise proportionately if we did not have 
the OPA or some equivalent agency. There would be a continuous 
race between price rises and wage increases. Those people with 
small fixed incomes would be crushed economically between these 
two conflicting forces. It would be easy for utter chaos to sweep 
the country. 


SOURCE OF THREAT The threat of the situation is that the 
people, because of full-time employ- 
ment and heavy war expenditures, are accumulating more surplus 
money now 1n one year than the nation’s entire annual income was 
a short time back during the depression years. And there’is no 
consumer outlet for these heavy accumulations. Little to buy. be- 
yond the bare necessities of life. | 

After the war this heavy reserve of individual savings wil! go 
a long ways in providing the demand for consumer goods that will 
set our factories working overtime. Whatever may be the state of 
the national treasury, no one doubts any longer now that the years 
immediately following the war will be years of continued pros- 
perity. There is enough built-up demand in the country, enough 
accumulated savings, to insure this, 

All we need to do is to conserve the qecumulations that have 
been made. This can be done only by preventing inflation. If we 
allow “a little inflation,” as the farm bloc leaders Orge, and that 
gives rise to a little bit more, in the end we may find all of our 
savings wiped out by the higher living costs and the higher prices 
the public would have to pay for goods. 


INEVITABLE RESULT And worst of all, we would probably 

end up with the very thing which we 
are now fighting against—a dictatorship. If we get inflation un- 
controlled, we are bound to get a dictator with it. Let the advo- 
cates of price increases beware!

ONE WORD MORE

DECEMBER 31, 1937 On the night of December 31, 1937, I 
was at the home of a friend in Copen- 
hagen, Denmark, attending a New Year’s Eve party. 

‘Dinner was done and we were in groups, talking or playing 
bridge, awaiting the hour of midnight and the birth of the year 1935. 

I found myself with a group of young Daneg 
in the army and the diplomatic corps. 

The talk was about war. 

War was about all one talked then. No one 
really realized what great advances Germany 
had made in her military materials and in her 
staff work. The talk then was that everything 
depended on England. England. they said, 
would have to prevent Germany from occupy- 
ing Denmark. 

There was one young man there, of the dip- 
lomatic corps, who talked out of the bitter- 
ness of his soul and the inspiration of several 
“skoals” with aquavit. 

“We escded last time,” he said, “not be- 
cause we were smart or neutral but because 
we were necessary as Switzerland was neces- 
sary. Both England and Germany needed our 
food. This time Germany will want all of it 
and she is just over there. She will take us.” 

. “What if Denmark resists?” 

“We won't,” he said. “You know why we won't resist? Be- 
cause we are rotten. We are rotten with our own safety and with 
our own psychology! We say we are small and we cannot resist. 
We ask what is the use in resisting. And all that makes us rotten. 
We talk a lot about being descendants of the Vikings. And we are. 
But we have grown soft and afraid and unwilling to die for the 
sake of dying well.” K o 

His voice was raised and several of those at the bridge tables and 
others in conversational groups raised their heads to look at him. 
He was a very bitter young man. 

It was soon midnight. We opened the windows to the long 
balcony and walked out there to stand in the icy-cold night, look- 
ing out across the copper roofs, hearing the church bells lay their 
solemn, heavy notes across the city. The moon shone on the night- 
black waters of the canal and the sounds of some persons singing 
came up to us. 

Nineteen thirty-eight had arrived. We went back in for coffee 
and toasts for the new year—

January 1, 1938, had come. gin March, a little more than two 
months later, I was watching the Germans occupy Austria and was 
writing that if Hitler went on into Czechoslovakia it quite inevita- 
bly meant us in America. 

Also, I was thinking about the young Dane. Invasion. Just 
as he said, the Germans came. I have had one friend come out of 
there. He left.-almost a year after the Germans entered. He told 
me about waking up one morning to hear the planes, bombers. 
flying low over the copper roofs of Copenhagen. He went out on 
the street and down at the main crossings there were the German 
soldiers and the ugly snouts of machineguns. 

They took Denmark. A few Danes died at the airport and at 
the harbor. But they laughed at that, did the Germans. The 
Danish army was but a few hundred men and her navy was too 
small to matter. (But there were some willing to die.) 

They were to make the Danes into the model people and Den- 
mark the model protectorate. 

Now comes the news that out of the city of Odense has come 
the spirit which caused a small revolt to flame over Denmark. 
Odense is a city in Funen, one of the larger islands that make up 
the Danish kingdom. There was born Hans Christian Andensen 
greatest of all writers of fairy stories, some of them remarkable for 
their prophetic quality. The fires burn a little fiercer on Funen 
than elsewhere. 

The Danes have revolted, It cost them not so dearly. A féw 
hundred were killed. Others will be killed. Property has been 
destroyed. More will be. Their government is gone. It was im- 
potent as it was. The Danes, looking at their sunken ships and 
their dead, can hold up their heads. The spirit of the Vikings made 


itself felt. 
THE RESULT? The net result is not much. The Germans 
are in absolute control. The tall King, who 
used to take his morning horseback ride alone among his admiring 
people, is in custody. The sabotage, which the Danish govern- 
ment could not halt, will be largely halted by firing squads and 
‘terror. , 
While the net result is not much, the cumulative result is im- 
portant. The Germans see another of their plans fail. The Danes 
did not go along. If the civilized, easy-going Danes could not en-

This probably won't interest anybody except school teachers 
and people who know about the woes and tribulations of teachers. 

Some years ago | wrote a piece about teachers in the name of

I tried to find a copy, but I didn’t know the date of publication 
and search of my sketchy filés proved fruitless. The piece was 
hoodooed. I kept getting letters from teachers who had clipped it 
and lost the clipping—or they intended to clip it, but something 
happened to the paper. And would I please send a copy—but I 
couldn't. 

But now Miss Texie Sowers has found it in a teacher's maga- 
zine, and she suggests that I reprint it. So here it is:

ture familiar to Georgia through 
years of traditional use. 
Unmanageable Inmates, 


Unmanageable prisoners in 
South Carolina are deprived of 
privileges, put into solitary con- 
finement and restricted to a bread 
and water diet. 

“That works effectively,” said 
the Governor. 

“In a sitdown strike staged in 
one of the local county camps a 
few years ago,” said Governor 
Johnston, “the prisoners who stag- 
ed the strike were selected and 
moved into the state pen where 
they reformed quickly.” 

No prisoner is used in any state 
road building program or in the 
maintenance of roads. “All state 
roads are Juilt and maintained by 
hired labor,” said the Governor, 


County Road Work. 
Prisoners in county camps are 


used to build and maintain county 
road systems, most of which are 
dirt roads, 

Prisoners wear stripes only for 
the first 30 days of their incar- 
ceration. After that they are 
clad in a blue uniform. Special 
trusties wear white uniforms. If 
a prisoner becomes unmanageable 
he is returned to the stripes and 
from that uniform he can work 
himself quickly back into the less 
degrading uniforms of the better- 
behaved prisoner. 

The woman’s penitentiary is 
eight miles away from the men’s 
prison. Women prisoners are em- 
ployed at women’s jobs—sewing, 
making clothes for other state 
prisoners, or laundry work for 
the other prisons. 

Work 8 Hours a Day. 

Inside the state prisons, the 
convicts work eight hours a day. 

On the state farm, the pris- 
oners work from sunup to sun- 
down as they do in Georgia, ac- 
cording to the weather. 

Governor Johnston has _insti- 
tuted a parole system whereby 
any tractable prisoner who has 
served 70 per cent of his sentence 
is dismissed by the supervisor of 
the institution, without having to 
ask the Governor’s permission. 

Second offenders are released 
automatically when 80 per cent 
of their sentence has been served. 
Paroles are automatic in all cases. 

There is no segregation of first 
offenders from more - hardened 
criminals. 

Penal Board Meetings. 

The Governor meets with the 
-penal board twice a month to con- 
sider pardons and paroles. 

“We got rid of our headaches 
from the prison system,” said the 
Governor, “when the counties 
were given the right to work their 
own prisoners. 

“Scandals in prison camps? 

“I don’t recall any in recent 
years. 

“The county that picks out its 
own prisoners for work in the 
convict camps usually sees that 
it gets the work it expects. If 
the county can’t handle the pris- 
oners, they’re shipped to the state, 
which does handle them. There's 
little chance for scandal under 
that system.”

» the Army and Navy nurses out here. They are not living very 
comfortably. They are seeing daily sights that must try their 
fortitude, for they are women. But every one I saw was smiling. 


A pretty, jaunty little lady who lunched with me, flies in the 
transport planes that bring men in from the front. She must have 
inspired more sense of security for the men than anyone except 
their mothers could. She made the men feel they can hold out 
in spite of pain when the temptation to give up must be great. 

Next to the nurses come the Red Cross girls. Miss Marie 
Coletta Ryan is the American Red Cross supervisor of the South 
Pacific area and as far as I can see no one could do a better job. 
Materials have been lacking, supplies have been delayed because 
of shipping difficulties, and housing for her girls has been a con- 
stant problem. There are never enough people to do the work and 
yet it gets done. My hat is off to every woman working in this area, 

Now to the hospitals. They are manned largely by reserve and 
volunteer doctors, dentists, surgeons and psychiatrists, many of them 
the best men to be found in their professions. Their equipment is, 
on the whole, remarkable. When they are set up in quonsett huts 
or portable buildings, it seems almost like a hospital at home. In 
many cases, however, they must use tents. These are gloomy and 
the dark hospita) beds everywhere are Army cots with thin mat- 
tresses which cannot give a wounded and exhausted man the idea 
that he has a luxurious bed. The care, however, is the best that 
can be given and the men appreciate it.
